-the nest, a girl of fourteen, has been 
brought to our Receiving House at- 2-59 
Mare Street; the boy oi eleven hat 
been put into a buys' home; and tti<3 
youngest, a girl of four, was brought 
to the Slum Settlement to be washed 
and cleansed. She was in such a con- 
dition that oli her heir had to be cut 
ouv and the rags she was wearing 
burned. The child is now being cured 
tor !>y one ot our Slum Soldiers, until 
something permanent can- be arranged 
for her.

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Japanese fcnmigraticn. 

The influx of the Japanese into the 
Dominion is o£ such proportions aa to 
cause consiiiernble apprehension to 
British Columbians. Twelve hundred 
Japanese from Honolulu, ;.t the 'i m3 
of ivriting.uei'fl on shipboard off Van- 
couver.' It is said that great corpor- 
ations are responsible for the whole- 
sale .T^Mn^esc Immigration, and tne 
Immigration Department at Ottawa 
express themselves as powerless to 
act in ihis matter. The represent- 
atives of the Japanese Government 
state that the agreement made with 
the Canadian Government a few years 
ugo, a3 to lestriction, is being rigidly 
observed. Before leaving their own 
rmintry, the Japanese mnst proeui'ti 
passports irom their Government, and 
the Japanese Government agreed that 
not more than one pdsspoit per month 
for each district would be issued to 
its citizens who desire to come to Can- 
ada. As there are about forty districts, 
ijus would permit abont five hundred 
a year to come to Canada direct rrom 
Japan. This number lias never been 
reached, and the agreement is still in 
force. The Japnnese, however, arriv- 
ing in ""British Columbia, are from 
Honolulu, American tciiiiury, and 
over them the Japanese Cunsuls have 
i;o ufficiiii authority.

"This is all he deserves; an atheist 
like biin!" 

."On hearing this, I swore 1 would 
never forgive her, and 1 nursed that 
feeling as a grim satisfaction, until 
my conversion. 

"Atheist I was, brought up without 
a shade of religion. My father hated 
everything approaching to it. Sad 
circumstances in his iamilv K e d 
brought him to this. He had trained 
us in uprightness and truth, but with- 
out the fear of God. 

"Doing my three yeara' military ser- 
vice in the Navy at Brest, gave me a 
love for the sea. When my time of 
service was completed I cpntiau'_d my 
seafaring life. This brought me to, 
Le .Havre, where I met my wife. Her 
father, being a pilot, we were very 
soon great friends, and learned to es- 
teem one arioSher. But her mother, 
being. a bigoted Catholic, would in no 
way hear of .our marriage. This being 
a. true affection, which het.father did 
not oppose, we were married. 

"Ushappiiy for us,, a year or so 
aiter our marriage, her "father wna 
drowned,, while .saving the crew of a 
foundering vessel. Had. lie been there 
he wpuid hover have Jet me come 
home to Each desolation without any 
warning whatever^ 

"Three times I have been on wreck- 
ed vessels, the last, 'La Bourgogne;* 
it was only by a miracle that I was 
not amongst tiioso who perished. Yes, 
T have seen sad sights in my life, and 
been through many a storm, but all 
seemed as nothing compared with diis 
awful blow," 



"How few real friends -there are in 
this world!" 

"I thought I had many at Le Havre, 
and' yet, not pne oi them' had heart 
enough to write and prepdVe me for 
this, or to meet me^at the. docks. 

"How empty and weak is .human 
natur^ without God ! " - 

"How deceived I was :q. _. those I 
thought I eoiil.I hive oeu=ic3 upon. 

"I "gave up going to .sea, and left 
Le Havre without going near my 
moSier-in-law. All' was so changed. 
Lif» seemed scarcely worth., living. 
Still I struggled on.. How, I do not 
know. 

It was towards the end. oi February 
on that awful day. when- 1 returned, 
and.ii iras now the fourteenth of July. 
I was walking about Paris in a list- 
less, "don't care" fashion, and was 
passing the Army hall, when a. Salva- 
tionist gave me a handbill and in-: 
vited nic - to enter. . I mechanically 
turned in, with.the ieeling : 

"Quite as good there as anywhere I" 
but was so strucktby what I aow and 
heard. 

"The platform was full of sweet 
littte children,, dressed in the three 
national colors.. They were from tha 
Orphetinat at. Colombes. Their sing-, 
ing touched rrie, but most of all the 
testimonies* especially that of one 
man who opuko oi haying been very 
unhappy in hiB past life, and of hcv- 
. ing found peace and joy in Jesus. 
This, made a- great impression upaa 
me. ' " 

Before the meeting closed the .Cap- 
tain came up and spoko to me so syiii- ' 
pathetically that I felt drawn, to tell 
him. my sorrows. leaning pyer me 
with great tenderness he said: 

" Take courHge ! There is hope !' 

"These words were an inspiration. 
They awoke a n«v intercut witliii. me. 
From that moment, they followed me 

cent' from God to my soul. 

"I gave my henrt to God, and have 
become as great a believer as I was 
an atheist. 

"Yes, tii^re is a God : 

"He has changed me, has made a 
new man of me, aifil done — whai I 
thought it was impossible to do- 
taken the hutred towards my mother- 
in-law out of my heart. 

"Some time after my conversion I 
attended a Salvation Army holiness 
meeting. The leader compared the 
toinmunication between our souls and 
God, 10 that ot a„ielephone, showing 
that sometimes this latter is blocked, 
and we cannot get into communication 
with the person we desire to speuk to. 
one went on to say: 

" 'Is the communication -between 
your soiu and God blocked to-night ?,' 

"Those words .struck me, and in- 
deed went home to my heart. On re- 
turning to my lonely lodging I kept 
saying to myself: 

"Yea, there iB a block, and you 
know whavit is." 

"It was this bitter hatred against 
my mother-in-law. This unforgiven 
wrong thRt was gnawing contiimnlly 
at my heart, like a canker-worm, 

"In that little room aione I fell oa 
my knees. The Spirit of God said: 

" 'I will iorgive you and take this 
hatred away when you go and ask her 
lorgiveness 1' 

"This seemed impossible ! 

"Hmiiblo inyseli beiore that-worn^ 
who has been so cruel to me ! 

"Again the Spirit of God Baid: 'It 
is the only way. My. Spirit will be 
sufficient for you, >f yon wLl go.' 

"Never shall I forget thai journey 
to Le Havre. But- 1 went. Astonish- 
ment hardly describes my mother-in- 
law's surprise nn seeing inc. which in- 
creased us she heard what I had to 
say. She stood amazed, saying: 

*' 'Is it possible ? is it you t' 

"As I spoke oi my conversion, And 
the cnange in my heart, she said: 

" 'Yes, there is a change. I would 
never have thought that you could 
humble yourself like this.' 

"She pressed me to stay to dinner, 
and hmried off to fetch the priest. She 
wanted him to speak to mc oi reli- 
gion, to see if mine was the right 
sort. The priest spoke to me ,ofr his 
way of serving God. I spoke.oE mine, 
but more still of what God bad done 
for me. He ended up by saying;

In all things approving ourselves as the ministers oi God ... by 
pureness, by knowledge, by long-suffering, by kindness, by the Holy Ghost, 
by love unieigned. — 2. Cor. vi. 4-6. 

j M N G the evidences 

that we are really the 

ministers of God, Paul 

b/ire demands kindness. 

It is a huiiiliV n-?pJ:ti- 

cation, which often in- 
fluences people more than gifts that 
appear to be far grander, and which 
are, perhaps, more sought after, and is 
just as necessary in the minister of 
Christ as is patience, or purenes6, or 
knowledge, or love. There are fuw 
human hearts that are not moved by 
it. Where preaching, and learning 
and miracle-working have failed, kind- 
ness, by a charm and force which are 
all its own, has often succeeded. Some- 
one has said, "that kiisduess is a lan- 
guage that the dumb ean speak, and 
the deaf can understand;" and he 
might have added with equal truth, 
that it has a. warmth which even the 
dead can feel. Many a heart, cold and 
still, has been warmed into flowing 
life again by one kind act. Many a 
sweet and tender memory, buried long 
ago and forgotten, has come forth 
from iis grave, alive, with blessing 
and happiness under the gracious in- 
fluence of one kind word. 



Necessary For Warfare. 

No soldier of the Salvation Army 
io iully equipped for his holy mission 
without this, the grace of kindness. 
Manv comrades have totally fr.ilec! 
just for the want of it. They have had 
many useful gifts, and many import- 
ant qualities; they hove worked hard, 
and hove even suffered for the Army; 
but they hsve failed to approve them- 
selves to the people as the ministers of, 
Christ, simply because they were not 
kind. Their aaeommon graces failed 
for want of a little kindness. They 
said, and did, unkind things; and this 
spoiled all. On the other hand, I 
have known comrades who have been 
very deficient in ability, and wanting 
in much that we rightiy regard as 
very important, who yet have been 
richly hlessed at every turn, finding 
their way most wonderfully both to 
the soldiers' confidence and the sin- 
ners' hearts, and making everyone 
trust them, because they were kind to 
all around them. Our experience, 
thus, so entirely supports the Apostle's 
words, that I desire to write some- 
thine to you, my comrades, cheat this 
"kindness" 

First, I would remind yon that kind- 
ness is generally iisociafod.with saial] 
things. Do not think less of it on -that 
account, for life is chiefly made up of 
little things. 
Wher e so Start. 

Begin, then, in jour own home. 
Learn to 6how kindness at home, says 
the.Apostle. That is a capita] train- 
ing-ground for kindness. In fact, it 
is -c'ouhtful whether you will show it 
nv<i<:h auywheTe if it is absert there. 
Aiiri yet, how oftsn it is absent 

"When I viali. Kuine people's homes, 
I miEB thp little kindnesses that I ex- 
pected to find in profusion. The child- 
ren are rough to out: another. The 
husband sits still and allows the tired 
v;ifo to aland unnoticed; or he .goes 
on eating whilo she answers the 
knock at the door; or he helps him- 
self to the food, bsf ore he asks her 
to take some. Many of the kind 
words and little trifles of gentleness 
which brightened the days gone by 



are no longer thought of. He would 
break his heart if she were to die, but 
from want of thought he is unmindful 
of that v- - hich is her very life* 

A Common Shericaming. 

When I come downstairs in the 
morning I often sec that the mother 
has been at work long before the 
father wa6 up, and I find' that he 
leaves nearly all the responsibility 
o! the children to her. SIib iuusi care 
for their fo^rd and eloihes, their school- 
ing n.nd prayers, and all the rest. And 
sometimesr" 1 know that the servant 
has been running about from 6 o'elock 
in the morning until ten at night — 
that is, for sixteen hours I Learn, or 
as one might say, remember to show 
kindness- at home. Do not forget, be- 
cause everyone there is ao familiar to 
you, that your Saviour onee lived 
in a huaible cottage at Nazareth ; and 
strive to be bind in your home, as 
He was in His. 

Remember, too, that your kindness 
is to extend to tile auiimu creation. 
"The rightcons man," God says, "re- 
gardcth the life of his beast, hut the 
tender mercies of the wicked are 
cruel.'' Be kind, therefore, to all 
living things— they belong to your 
God. "Every beast oi the torest," Ho 
says, "is Mine." Sever kill, or allow 
anyone to kill any animal unless it 
i6 necessary that it should die, and 
i'ueii, oven with what arc called 
vermin — rats and mice and so forth — 
always do it mercifully, and never in 
night of other animals. 

Good Advice. 

Be no party to overloading nr over- 
driving of horses. Discourage, as far 
a6 you have the opportunity, the 
keeping of wild animals in menager- 
ies; it is very cruel. Never, if you 
can help it, allow a poor woodland 
bird to he imprisoned iri . a CBE ft - 
Bemember, that like yourself, it -was 
born free, and that every time it seen 
thft blue sky, or hears the sound of 
day, its little heart is torn wiih 
anguish, with hope, with fear, until 
its wings grow weary with heating 
against the eruel bars. By-and-byer 
the little captive will droop and dio 
of a broken heart, buti God will notice 
the wrong that it suffered— not a 
sparrow will fall to the ground without 
His knowledge. 

Show a liiKh example, then, among 
the. people, and especially among- the 
young, of quiet, persistent kindness; 
it will not only inerease their love 
lor you personally, . hut it will help 
them t understand that ours is a re- 
ligion of love.
